Debs and his friends are not accepting their freedom j 
as an act of mercy on the part of President Harding 
but as a concession they forced from the “system /’ It is 
already clear that they except to renew the propaganda 
that they sponsored so many years before being landed be­ 
hind the bars and appear to feel so much encouraged by 
their release that they will go back to the old game of 
arousing the enmity of the people against the government. 
In other words, a renewal of the campaign of hate is in 
proped, if the people stand for it. 
The basic principles put into practice by the bolshevists 
of Russia were preached on the streets ot Ada and every 
other American town and at almost every country' school 
house for years before the war. 
The world has witnessed 
the workings of the bolshevist program and it is not neces­ 
sary to comment on the verdict. 
Debs claims to stand 
for universal peace, 
k'O does the overw helming majoi ity 
of the race, but if the idea advocated by Debs and his 
kind had prevailed in America at the crisis of the war we 
would have had a bolshevist ponce with insolent German 
officials ordering Woodrow Wilson to sign on the dotted 
ling. 
Debs says his purpose now is to band mon together 
on a pledge to refuse to bear arms should war be declared. 
International socialists had sought to effect an agreement 
of that kind between the German and French socialists, 
each to pledge himself to rise against his own government 
in the event of hostilities between the two nations, but after 
war was declared they took it out in blaming each other 
because neither undertook to carry out the plan. Any plan 
based on hatred must be discountenanced at all hazards. 
Americanism means a gevernment for all the people, and 
it is towards this ideal that the nation must work if it is 
to survive.

.simple and admirably-situated monu­ 
ment erected by the people of Amer­ 
ica, iii the capital of the nation, as 
ti fitting tribute to the memory of the 
kindness a id the greatness of our 
Lincoln. 
Near the White 
House and the 
Washington Monument, ami between 
the Capitol building and tile National 
cemetery, this memorial is destined 
to become one of the most-visited of 
all tile public buildings of the world. 
The building is 202 feet long, 182 
feet wide and surrounded*by a row 
of marble columns, several feet In di­ 
ameter at the btise and 44 feet high. 
In the center of the Interior is a 
colossal statue of Lincoln, In a seated 
position. 
Including the base, It Is 30 
feet high. It weighs 175 tons. It took 
twenty 
marble 
cutters 
eighteen 
months to carve this statue. 
In each of the side walls are set 
monumental bronze tablets—one of 
Lincoln’s famous Gettysburg address, 
the other of his masterful second In­ 
augural address, while between these 
and the statue Is a row of 36 columns, 
representing the states which existed 
when Lincoln died; on the walls above 
are 48 memorial wreaths, supported by 
eagles, representative of the states of 
today. 
At either end is a massive 
painting—12 feet high aud OO feet 
long.

IIK little island republic of 
Cuba, which fi*c the last 
twenty years lias claimed 
a share of American at­ 
tention all out of proportion to its

Now. the average American may 
well ask why the Cuban crisis 
should so greatly concern us, par­ 
ticularly why all this to-do over the 
sugar tariff. Why is an increase of 
tariff by a single country on a single 
product of a little West Indian is­ 
land, even though it is a GO per cent. 
Increase, a matter of such far-reach­ 
ing importance? They are suggest­ 
ing a higher tarifT on Cuban tobacco, 
too, and the chances are that to the 
man in the street this will be much 
more significant. But to Cuba sugar 
Is ten times as important os tobacco. 
Its next biggest crop. 
When it 
comes to the comparative value of 
exports of the two commodities to 
the United States the ratio In favor 
of sugar is much greater. 
In short. Cuba is aptly called the 
•Sugar Bowl of the World.” 
She 
produces over 20 per cent, of the 
world’s sugar supply. Out of some 
17.000,000 long tons of beet and 
cane sugar pranced annually in the 
world at large Cuba accounts for 


4.000.000 tons. lier annual crop Is 
worth some $250,000,0001 
When It 
comes to selling this huge crop she 
finds a market for half of It in the 
United Suites. This country, includ­ 
ing the Philippines, Hawaii and Por­ 
to Hico, produces only a little over 
2.000.000 tons of sugar and con­ 
sumes over 4,000,000. 
Upon Cuba 
we depend for practically all that 
we do not produce, or about 2,000,- 
000 tons. Hance the importance of 
any proposition like the present 
tarifT measure which might in any 
way cripple the Cuban sugar Indus­ 
try and indirectly uffect seriously 
the welfare of two peoples. 
Cuba comes naturally by her pre­ 
miership in the sugar industry. Her 
soil and climate are most favorable 
to the production of cane, and her 
people, aided largely by American 
capital and enterprise, have taken 
advantage of the rapidly increasing 
demand for sugar throughout the 
world. During the fifteen years pre­ 
ceding the World War the general 
demand for sugar practically dou­ 
bled. During that period Cuba tre­ 
bled her volume of sugar output 
with an annual increase of approxi­ 
mately 125,000 tons. 
In 1914, the 
year of the war’s outbreak, the 
world cr <p of sugar was nearly 18,- 
700.000, with boot sugar nearly equal 
to cane In quantity. But the war’s 
damage to the European beet sugar 
j Industry cut the proportion of that 
Commodity down to less than 25 per 
cent, of tho whole and reduced the 
world’s total annual crop by over a 
million long tons. 
Between the opening of tho war 


and the present year, in response 
to America’s urgent appeal that 
Cuba exert every efTort to avert a 
sugar famine in the allied countries, 
fields of cane have nearly doubled 
their output. In fact, ever since the 
establishment of the republic twen­ 
ty years ago the development of the 
sugar industry has been steady an I 
rapid, in part assisted by the benefi­ 
cent Influence of a reciprocity tariff 
agreement with the United States. 
Tills industry had its beginnings 
nearly 400 years ago when sugar 
was produced on a small scale aud 
in most primitive fashion. 
It was 
not till close to the end of the six­ 
teenth century that the industry was 
placed on a firm basis. But during 
all those early years it got little 
encouragement from the Spanish 
government 
Toward the close of 
the eighteenth century and opening 
of tao nineteenth century It began 
to assume considerable proportions. 
It laid the foundation for the devel­ 
opment once political freedom was 
attained, of proportionately one of 
the greatest Industries In the world. 
It Is a quite general popular error, 
however, that practically all of the 
lands in Cuba are adapted to the 
profitable cultivation of sugar cane 
and that the annual production of 
sugar in Cuba could be Increased 
until It supplied the needs of the 
world. 


CUBAN SUGAR ON THE W 
TO THE MIU... 


Of the total area of Cuba, about 
30,000,000 acres, it is estimated that 
not more than 3,000,000 acres are a? 
present available for cane raising 
and adapted to It. About two-thirds 
of that is now used for sugar rais­ 
ing. It Is possible that some 750,000 
acres of swamp land might, when 
drained, be usable also. There are, 
however, few of these tracts both 
large enough find rightly located to 
make cane growing profitable. The­ 
oretically sugar producing might he 
Increased to 7,000,000 long tons an­ 
nually In Cuba. Practically nowhere 
near that amount could be attained. 
In addition to tho land question, 
where would the labor supply come 
from? 
The most desirable soil for cane 
fields Is the virgin forest land. Th** 
accumulated humus of centuries 
produces an ideal growth of cane. 
The sugar cane responds readily to 
proper fertilizing, and fertilizer it 
being used more and more. 
_In oreuarinc this forest land for. 


cane growing the useful timber is 
removed and the rest of the wood 
burned on the land. Owing to the 
previous shade the soil is free from 
weeds and requires little prepara­ 
tion for planting. 
For the first 
planting men with heavy sharp 
pointed “jique” sticks about five feet 
long cross and recross the fields in 
paralleled lines punching holes with 
these stakes four or five feet apart. 
They are followed by men carrying 
sacks of cane cut into short pieces 
of one or two joints each. A piece 
of cane is thrust into each hole, and 
the earth Is pressed over it with 
the bare feet. The new cane shoots 
up from the eyes of the planted sec­ 
tions of cane. 
When cane is planted on the open 
“savana” land the rows are laid out 
with more regularity and cultivated 
with modern machinery. 
By the end of eighteen months 
from the first planting the cane Is 
ready for the mill. 
Cutters with 
honvv machetes hew down the cane 


close to the ground and strip off the 
leaves, leaving the cane in piles 
ready to draw to the mill. 
In recent years hand labor has 
been hard to get in Cuba. Since the 
beginning of the World War cutters’ 
wages have risen from $1.25 to $2.50 
and $3 a day. Cnba has never had 
enough resident labor to handle her 
sugar crops and is obliged to bring 
in thousands of men every year 
from Spain, the Azores, the Canary 
Islands, Venezuela, Panama and 
other West Indian islands. Most of 
them return home at the end of the 
season. 
In some ways the work is still 
carried on in primitive fashion. 
Heavy two wheeled carts drawn by 
four to eight oxen are still generally 
used to convey the cane to the mills. 
Plowing, too, Is done largely with 
oxen, although these are being re­ 
placed gradually on the more mod­ 
ern estates by tractors with gang 
plows and by motor trucks for 
drawing the cane. 
It can be seen, therefore, that la­ 
bor plays an important part in pro­ 
ducing sugar In Cuba. 
In 1914 the 
cost of producing a pound of raw 
sugar under the most favorable 
conditions was about 2 cents. But 
with the rapid rise of wages that 
followed the cost has risen greatly 
and fluctuates so much that It is 
hard to determine. 
As a result a 
great many mills not favorably lo­ 
cated will be unable to continue 
running at a profit. These unfortu­ 
nate mills, however, were largely 
those erected In unfavorable dis­ 
tricts to meet the urgent demand 


for sugar brought' about by ~ the 
World War. The proposed increase' 
in the American tariff threatens to 
put many more of these ming out! 
of commission. 
There are in rogue in Cnba two 
methods t? handling the sugar1 
crop, known os the “Colono” and; 
“administration” systems. Under the' 
former system, by which 90 per 
cent, of the sugar in Cuba is raised, 
the mill owner pays the Colono, the) 
man who runs the plantation, in 
sugar, the amount of thks sugat 
payment being a certain per cent.* 
of the weight of cane delivered., 
This percentage varies by bargain-^ 
log in different regions and In dif-* 
ferent seasons, but averages about 
CH per cent.—that is, for every 
hundred pounds of cane delivered 
to the mill the Colono gets 6U* 
pounds of raw sugar or Its equiva­ 
lent In cash. Hence the mill own­ 
ers take all the risk, the Colono 
being assured of his percentage of 
profit first. 
’ 
Under the “administration” sys­ 
tem the mill owners direct the work 
of raising, cutting and delivering 
the cane and the owners of the 
property pay all labor charges and 
other expenses. 
American capital has a large part 
in the sugar industry in Cuba. 
About 50 per cent, of the sugar pro­ 
duced there is turned out by some 
sixty-five or seventy mills owned di­ 
rectly or indirectly by Americans. 
The remaining number, about 135, 
is own? * or controlled by Cuban or 
European Interests. It Is estimated 
that altogether about $000,000,000 in 
American capital is invested in the 
Cuban sugar Industry. 
The pro­ 
portion of mills nominally American 
has increased rapidly in recent 
years from about 15 per cent in 
1906 to about 75 per cent in 1919. 
Furthermore, Cuba depends on the 
United States for the refining of the 
major part of her sugar output. 
There is practically no refining 
done in Cnba. She ships her prod­ 
uct in the raw state largely to the 
United States, the greatest sugar 
refining country in the world. 
In 
placing this sugar producing coun­ 
try at our door nature has given the 
people of the United States a great 
advantage in that If the situation is 
correctly handled we are assured 
of not only an ample supply of 
sugar but of obtaining this at a 
reasonable price. 
All this, how­ 
ever, can easily be defeated by an 
unsound tax program. 
Through the medium of sugar, 
then, there Is a peculiar relation­ 
ship of mutual dependence between 
Cuba and America. Curtail the Im­ 
portation of Cuban sugar to the 
United States by any process of law 
or nature and you will not merely 
dry up the heart’s blood of Cuban 
industry; you will put a bad crimp 
in the great sugar refining Industry 
of the United States, take a nick 
out of American capital invested in 
Cuban sugar production and make 
the American people, the greatest 
sugar consumers in the world, pay 
an exorbitant price for tills essen­ 
tial food product.

Serbians feel that the Allies have 
dealt very harshly with Jugoslavia 
in

disputes arising with

three countries just mentioned. 
“Why,” they ask, “does the En­ 
tente impose such severe conditions 
upon us in all these matters w'hen 
we have so loyally carried out the 
tearing of 
the 
peace 
treaty and 
have 
fulfilled every request ahey 
have made of us, even wrhen it in­ 
volved sacrifices? Our great friends 
seem to have abandoned us, at least 
they appear to be indifferent to our 
welfare, and we are now content to 
work cut our own destinies. 
“The United States is the only 
country 
that 
is sympathetic 
and 
helpful toward us. It is the only 
country that understands our prob­ 
lems and struggles and that recog­ 
nizes the justice of our claims.” 
The Jugoslavs feel the allies were 
especially severe with them in the 
recent Albanian boundary dispute. 
They assert that England ordered 
certain territory, especially in the 
Lake Ochrida region, given to Al­ 
bania because British business in­ 
terests had secured from the Al­ 
banians 
important 
concessions 
in 
that area, and it was vital the ter­ 
ritory should remain in Albanian 
* hands. 


They affirm also that England 
and France have 
been 
favoring 
Italy in

slavia. The Jugoslavs feel they got 
the “thing end of the horn” in 
the Fie me bargain, and that they 
also got the w'orst of it in the var­ 
ious territorial, economic and po­ 
litical disputes in which Italy, H un­ 
gary, Rumania and Albania were 
involved. 
“The Allies,” said a patriotic Ser­ 
bian business man, “have alienated, 
if they have not 
forfeited, 
our 
friendship.

lies have ruled against us. They 
have shown greater regard for the 
interests of those who opposed us 
during the w'ar than they have for 
us. We are getting rather tired of 
it all. You will not be surprised 
then, if I tell you that somehow 
W'e Slavs feel that our real inter­ 
ests, our real future destiny, lies 
in joining hands with Russia We 
believe Russia will one day rise out 
of the ashes and regain all its old 
strength, power and influence.”

might be more susceptible to dis­

“ It seems that the very metals

In the study only the 
more resstant of bacteria, the spore- 
forming bacteria, were found. This 
indicates that money need not be 
feared for bacteria cannot live long 
on it. 
“These findings, however, do not 
justify holding coins in the mouth 
while the hands are serving other 
purposes.” 
“Coins as they are passed from 
person to person come in contact 
with acids and alkals which form 
soluble salts on their surfaces, says 
the report on the tests. 
“This is indicated by the green 
color often noticed on pbnnies aud 
the tarnished appearances on pick­ 
ets. These salts are the cause of the 
death of the bacteria and probably 
those coins which have an old ap­ 
pearance are the ones which have 
few bacteria.” 
Drs. Ward and Tanner have point­ 
ed out that postage 
stamps
